that Salvation may come to our King, and through him 
thy bleſſing of Peace unto thy People. Think upon 
thole that are peaceable, and faithful in the Land, and 
deal thou with us according to thy Word, wherein thou 
haſt cauled us to put our truſt : Let the Workd fee that 
there is a God that judgerth the Earth, and will lend 
deliverance to his People in their needful rime of trou- 
ble. Eut whartlorver 1s, let us not behave our (elves 
frowardly, but with all Chiiſtian Humility, run the race 
thou ferteſt before us, and patiently bear the Indigna- 
tion of the Lord, becauſe we have knned again him. 
And we meekly befecech thee, that if rhe Divine De« 
cree of thy Juſtice withſtand our Petitions, our Prayers 
may rerurn vato our own Boloms ; and that thou wile 
make thy _—_— temporal and aot Ipiritual upon 
us ; bur affiſt us with ſtrength proportionable to our 
temptations ; thar we be not delivered to evil : but that 
in well-doing we may commit our felves unto thee our 
God, as vato a fairhful Creator; and that both our 
King and we may ſay with a Chriftian ſubauſſion aud 
cheertulnets: It is the Lord, let him do whar feemerh 
him good; to whom we defire to alcribe Honour, 
Praile, Dominion and Thankigiving, now and for ever- 
myure. Amen. 
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
